











Discrimination ‘baseless’ 


Union ties added to ch

The charge of discrimination 
baced upon union affiliation was 
added to the previous charges of 
race and age discrimination 
leveled against the Associated 
Students, inc. by two employees of 
the Child Care Center at a press 
conference on Tuesday 

The employees, Pat Vega, 50, 
and Marbella Wands, 45, are 
members of the Service Em- 
ployees international Union 
CAUSE Local 87, and were given 
letters of dismissal last week ASI 
Executive Director Paul McAmis 
said Vega and Wands were laid off 

' in response to a letter he received 
from the office of child 
development which stated the 
center was overstaffed 

McAmis said a special senate 
meeting was not called to discuss 
the issue because there was not 
enough time. He said the office of 
child development set Jan 20. as 
the deadline for the Child Care 
Center to come into compliance 
with staffing regulations. McAmis 
added that he first heard of that

‘We felt it would be near im- 
possible to get 19 members of the 
senate here during the middie of 
January,” McAmis, who made the 
decision on the layoffs with ASI 
Senate Chair Brian Welch, con 
tinued 


Vega, who has worked part 
time at SEIU for the last two mon 
ths, said she had not mentioned 
the charge of discrimination based 
upon union affiliation earlier 
because she was ‘still in a state of 
shock

it, the more it made sense 

Vega, who has worked at the 
Child Care Center since it opened 
in 1972, charged McAmis with try 
ing to break up the union

Students, slightly higher than last 
Spring's registration

Scruggs missing; Orth 
sought for information 


Gerald Orth, 24, is being sought 
in connection with the 
disappearance of Khyrnbryiy 
Scruggs, a 19 - year - old CSUS 
junior missing from her Pine 
Garden apartment since Jan. 12 

A search warrant was issued 
Wednesday on Orth's car which 
has been found in front of a J 

Street restaurant, and apartment 
Orth, who lives near Scruggs 
disappeared about Jan. 14 officials 
reported 

“He is not a suspect,” Sheriff's 
Detective Carol Daly said. “We're 
looking for him to ask him some 
questions simply because his 
apartment faces ners. And if anyth- 
ing happened (on the night of her 
disappearance) he might have 
seen or heard something.” 

Daly added that the warrant was 
issued “based on new information” 
which she declined to reveal 

Orth was seen last Friday mor- 
ning going into a downtown pan- 

cake house by several people, and 
his car which was found nearby 
was confiscated by police ac- 
cording to the manager of Pine 


Garden apartments 

‘He has not paid his rent for this 
month, and we have an eviction 
notice on his door. The manager 
said she has not seen Orth since he 
moved into the complex 


Scruggs was discovered mis- 
sing by her roommate who 
returned to the apartment Jan. 13, 
at 11 am. to take her to 
Weinstock’s at Arden Fair where 
Scruggs was a part - time em- 
ployee 

The front door was locked when 
she arrived, but Scruggs’ purse 
and keys were found in the 
apartment. A laundry basket and 
some articles of clothing were dis- 
covered missing. There was no 
evidence to indicate forced entry 


Scruggs’ parents arrived Mon- 
day morning trom Pismo Beach to 
take their daughter's car and other 
belongings back home and have 
already left, the manager said 

Scruggs, a full - time CSUS 
student who had made the Dean's 
Horior Roll last semester, did not 
register for the spring semester

last spring,” said Registrar Tom 
Edwards. “We have 123° more 
students this spring thar épring 
1979 

Edwards expects a more ac 
curate Count by the census date of 
February 22 

Enrollment comparisons are 
made from year to year and, ac- 
cording to Nancy Fassio 
academic affairs research super- 
visor, fall of 1979 had the largest 
enroliment in CSUS history with 
21,222 students 

‘Usually there is less en- 
roliment in the spring semester 
than in the fall, Fassio stated 

According to Fassio's records 
the enroliment figure for the last 
five years have been between 
20,000 and 21,000 for the fall and 
around 20,000 for spring 
semesters 

CSUS's first enrollment in the 
fall of 1947 was 235 students with 
97 of those being full - time. Ten 
years later in 1957 the enroliment 
was 5,709 and in ten years the 
figure more than doubled with an 
enroliment of 12,033 in 1967. The 
fall of 1977 registration was 21,086 
students which was the largest en- 
roilment until fall of 1979 

The School of Business and 
Public Administration had the 
largest enroliment last fall with 
5,090 students. The Schoo! of 
Engineering followed with 2,003 
The physical science department 
had the least enroliment with four 
students, 

Edwards also stated that Feb 8 
is the last day to drop and Feb. 15is 
the last day to add classes 

“if students miss the drop date

McAmis, calling charges of dis- 
crimination “baseless,” said the 
decision on the layoffs was based 
upon the classification of the em 
ployees He added that there was a 
duplication of duties between 
Marbella Wands, the head teacher 
and Gail Loper, the 
Child Care Center 

However, Vega and Marriane 
Hall, who has worked at the Child 
Care Center since August, have 
the same classification McAmis 
admitted. He declined to comment 
on this, saying it would be a part of 
the information provided at a 
grievance hearing McAmis gave 
ine same reason for not releasing 
the letter from the office of child 
development which explained the 

overstafting 

But he was quoted as saying the 
layoffs were based on “credential 
requirements and academic re 
quirements" He told the Sac- 
ramento Union that Vega was not 
as qualified as other teachers in 
the center by those standards

That grievance is scheduled to 
be heard by the AS! Senate on Feb 
7. In addition, Kathy Feich, SEIU 
representative, said the union had 
filed complaints with the Publi: 
Employee Relations Board and the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission Feich, who charged 
that Vega and Wands were laid off 
because of their hispanic origin 
and union affiliation, added that 
SEIU intended to contact the 
Human Rights Commissiun 


The highly - charged issue of 
the layoffs has apparently 
generated threats against ASi of- 
ficers and individuals connected 
with the Child Care Center 
McAmis said threatening phone 
cals assaciated with the layoffs 
had been received by Loper, 
himsetf and others 

‘One parent,” McAmis added. 
“whose name i'm not going to 
mention for obvious reasons, who 
has a child in the center, was 
threatened with the de th of her 
child.”

could raise tuition

Passage of the Jarvis Il personal 
income tax initiative next June 
could drastically increase tuitions 
charged at the state's colleges and 
universities. an expert on higher 
education in California warned a 
Student group last week 
Pat Calian, executive director of 

California Stsecondary 

Education Commission. which 
oversees the UC, CSUC and com 
munity college systems, spoke to 
100 of California 
student lobbyists last week during 
their annual conference. held this 
year at UC Davis 

Callan predicted tuition at the 
University of California would in 
crease somewhere between 
$1,000 and $2,000" per year if Jar- 
vis Il iS approved by voters He also 
predicted a lesser, but substantial 
tuition increase for state college 
and university students 

Callan said the CSUC system is 
particularly vulnerable to a stiff 
tuition increase because the $200 
per year state university and 
college students currently Pay is 
much less than students in 
equivalent public colleges in other 
States are charged 

‘The tuition issue is the one is-

sue most likely to mobilize 
Students (against Jarvis {i)j,” 
Callan suggested. He told the 


Students that tuition may not be 
the most effective argument to use 
with the general public in trying to 
defeat the initiative 

Calian, a University of Santa 


Clara graduate and one time aide 
to San Jose Assembiyman John 
Vasconcelos, said the Jarvis 
initiative would reduce state in 
come taxes to one - half of 1978 
levels and cause a $49 billion 
reduction in state general fund 
revenue during the 1980-81 fiscal 
year. That $49 billion represents 
approximately a 25 percent cut in 
Governor Brown's proposed 1980 
81 budget of $20.7 billion 

Dov't let anyone tell you ar 
your family that there is a free 
lunch that they can really cut 
their taxes by this amount and stil! 
maintain the same flevel of ser- 
vices That's downright silly,” he 
said 

The state's higher education 
system may suffer more budget 
cuts if Jarvis il passes than other 
state agencies because, according 
to Callan, “We do have a source of 
revenue that many other state ac- 
tivities don't — and that source is 
you people 

Students should not count on 
gove nment aid to pick up the 
slack “!It would be naively op- 
timistic to expect that the full im- 
pact of increased charges tv 
Students who can't afford it will be 
made up from government 
sources. I've never seen it happen 
yet 


‘Don't forget, we're not doing 
this because anybody has figured 
Out this builds character or makes 
people appreciate their 
educations. We are only going to 
do it because we need the money,” 
he concluded

“This all came about as a result of the Lau vs. San 
Francisco case where a family sued because their 
son graduated from high school without being able 
to speak or write English. It scared college ad- 
ministrations ail over the country. We were 


concerned because we were graduating peopie who 
were not totally competent writers,” said Tom Grit- 
fith, director of academic advising. “But it didn’t 
affect just our schoo! — it affected the whole Califor- 
nia state system. We had to take some time to put 


together a effective evaluation of the 


general 


education requirements.” 


Because the new requirements were approved 
this month, most of them do not appear in the 
current catalog. in this semester's class schedule, 
for example, there are general education re- 
Quirements that state no mora than six lower division 


units may be applied toward a major 

It also states on pages A through D that no Group 
Wl units may be applied toward a major Since 
neither stipulation appears in the 1979 - 1980 
catalog, students may be easily confused about the 


general education requirements 


According to Admissions Officer, Jim Warren, 
the changes in policy were made after the 1979 - 
1980 catalog went to press on March 1, 1979. Warren 
added that the changes were instigated by the 
Faculty Senate on Dec. 20, 1979 and approved by 
President Lioyd Johns on Jan. 9, 1980 

The fact that incoming students this semester are 
required to follov. the requirements contained in the 
Class schedule and not the ones listed in the catalog 
has not been publicized. “We only made the changes 
in January, and it was too late to include them in the 


catalog.” said Griffith. 


Another little - known change concerns the cam- 


pus “stop - out” policy. In the past, 


have not re - enrolled for a semester for work ex- 


meet general education requirements in the catatou 


under which they re - entered. 

A decision was made in January by the Acader: 
Advising and the Admissions offices to allow rm 
entering students absent for only one semester.to

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A committed pacifist | know, a conscientous ob- 
jector from the Vietnam era, supports the idea of a 
renewed draft He has two reasons 

First, he feels that college students wili most 
effectively coalesce into a powerful anti - war 
movement if they are threatened with involuntary 
military service. He reasons that a person is more 
tikely to take a keen interest in whether the United 
States confronts the Soviet Union in Afghan an if 
there is a rea! possibility he/she may end up in the 
trenches outside Kabul. Certainty this was true dur- 
ing the Vietnam War, even with student deferments 

My pacifist friend's second reason for supporting 
the draft is that he feels a military combat force con- 
sisting mainly of draftees would be more ques- 
tioning and less inclined to accept the “just follow- 
ing orders” mentality of war time than the current, all 
- volunteer armed forces 

in other words, conscription sometin.cs leads to 
insurrection (or at least civil disobedience) within 
the military Again, examples of this phenomenon 
did occur during the Vietnam War. Career officers 
were ‘fragged” (physically assaulted) by their own 
men 

My friend's arguments have some merit. Still, | 
believe President Carter's recent cail for registration 
of 18 to 26 year - olds is a frightening step in the 
| wrong direction Didn't this country learn anything 
from Vietnam? 

Above and beyond a pacifist's arguments that 
war, killing and the military in general are wrong, 
there are solid, practical reasons to oppose military 
registration and the resumption of the draft that is

to our military readiness problems? One hopes they 
have a more concrete reason than just keeping up 
with the Soviets 

Did massive ground forces in Vietnam help us win 
a quick victory over the Viet Cong and the North 
Vietnamese? Hardly Will the Soviets’ 100,000 men in 
Afghanistan necessarily crush dedicated bands of 
Mosier rebels who can biend into their country 
villages when not fighting? Probably not 

The problem seems to be that US. officials are 
still thinking in grand Worid War Ii conventional war 
fare terms when, in fact, the wars of the future (bar 
ring @ nuciear war) will probably be dirty littie 
guerifia - style wars. in that kind of war the ad- 
vantage nearly always goes to the people fighting on 
their home ground, whether the invader has 5,000 or 
500.000 men in the field 

Second, if our cause is just in any future con- 
frontation with the Soviwi Union or Iran or any other 
government, patriotic young people will probably 
enlist in large numbers Why antagonize those who 
don't believe in war in geieral or in a specific war by 
drafting them? They won't make good soldiers 

Lots of surveys have been done recently that 
show today’s college students are far more conser 
vative than their late 60s - early 70s counterparts 
Political conservatism is frequentiy equated with un- 
questioning patriotism. Still, President Carter may 
find that if he asks today’s serious, goai - oriented 
students to disrupt their lives and career plans for 
two or three years to serve their country, he may run 
info unexpected resistance Self interest may 
triumph over national interest

Into the midst of this frenzy Wild

feeling that the army would have 
been better off without their ef

Spielberg throws into this cen- 
tral plot two different romantic 
confrontations plus assorted 
ther supplots too numerous to 
mention.

But regardiess of equa! op-

Anne Harriman, CSUS profes-

The Faculty Senate Executive 
Committee voted Wednesday to 
reactivate its Political Action Com- 
mittee to campaign against the 
Jarvis || tax cut proposal that will 
appear on the state’s June ballot 

The committee also tabled a 
related proposal for a resolution to 
criticize Governor Brown for not 
Opposing the Jarvis I! initiative 

lf the Jarvis initiative passes 
major budget cuts would occur 
and up to 30 percent of the CSUS 
faculty might be laid off. according 
to Duane Campbell. associate 
professor of education 

He added that remaining faculty 
members would have work loads 
increased by about 30 percent 

Joe Gibson, ASI president and 
Student representative to the com- 
mittee, said that Jarvis Il “can't be 
dealt with like Proposition 13. We 
must educate with pros and cons 
(if is passes) Jarvis II will be the 
end 

Economics professor Wilma 
Krebs maintained that the faculty 
group should persuade voters to 
oppose Jarvis 11 and Carnpbell 
agrees, saying that there should be 
an emphasis on the impact and 


passage of the initiative would 
have on students, faculty and 
layoffs He added that a strike or 


work slowdown by the faculty 
could occur if the initiative passes 
Chery!

A secret ballot election to deter- 
mine if Service Employees Inter- 
national Union CAUSE Local 411 
will become ths exclusive bargain- 
ing agent for CSUS Foundation 
employees will be held Friday, Feb

in addition, CAUSE is filing un- 
fair labor charges against the foun- 
dation and its Executive Director 
Davic Canham, CAUSE represen- 
tative Pat Halahan said 

‘Canham has refused to allow 
the employees to pay dues to the 
union,” Halahan said, “yet, allows 
them to pay the California State 
Employees Association.

A nice place to visit on any day but the first of January

Standing on a Crate, the soda and peanut vendor 
stood above the crowd entering the stadium 
grounds. Get your peanuts, soda, right here -——- no 
waiting, was his chant 

He was clad in a pair of baggy. green siacks in 
need of a pressing and a vendor's red and white - 
striped smock. Tuesday's L. A. Times sports section 
jutted out of his back pocket. Of all the vendors hired 
by the Rose people, this guy with a five - o'clock 
shadow on his face at noon was the only one hawk- 
ing his product 

True, outside the gates the enterpretneurs of all 
great spectator events scaipers advertised their 
goods (tickets), but they are a unique breed of folk 

Tickets? Anybody have tickets to sel!?" was their 
call. Since kickoff was a couple of hours away, these 
guys were still in the buying business. Soon, they 
would switch their operations to selling the tickets 


anywhere from $20 (original cost, $1850) to 
whatever one would pay to see USC and OF tate 
battle on the gridiron 


The record attendance for a Rose Bow! game was 
106,869, in 1973. This year’s clash, which might have 
decided the national championship if Alabama had 
lost (they won) drew a mere 105,526. Most of therr 
filtered into the stadium well before the 2 pm. start 
under a 74 degree, slightly cloudy southern Califor 
nia sky, making little hassie. However 
stadium would create a southern California traffic

Buckeye quarterback Art Schlichter connected with 
end Gary Williams for a 67 - yard touchdown bomb 
to tie the score 

Ohio State took the lead 16-10 with less than 
three minutes left in the game. USC was on the verge 
of its first Rose Bow! defeat in its ‘ast four 
appearances, the fourth in the last 10 

The thrill of victory, however, was not to be 
denied the Trojans this day 

Coach John Robinson of USC mused before the 
game, There are no keys in big games Or maybe 
they're ali keys. But in this ‘big game’ there was a 
key. tailback Charies White 

White demolished the Buckeyes, Diasting 
through their top - notch defense that yielded a per - 
game average of only 131.7 rushing yards this year 
On this day, White amassed 247 yards, and he 
scored the winning touchdown with 1:32 left in the 
jame. A definite key 

The final Trojan drive began on the OSU 17 - yard 
line, with 5:21 on the clock On a ‘22 - biast’ play 
White ripped through the right side student body 
right’ it was nicknamed for 32 yards. The right 
side, with a 6'7", 280 - pound mountain named An 
thony Munoz, led the way for White on the next play 

25 - power is hera j for 26 yards 

With the bali resting on the OSU 23, White, Mr 
Heisman, took a well deserved breather He returned 
and slammed for three, five and two yards to stick 
the bail a foot from the goal 

The crowd, which had been subdued since USC's 
10 point lead had dwindled to nothing and turned

Nobody doubted that White would get the cali. He

Festive pandemonium prevails 


You might have seen Charles White of USC rush 
for 247 yards on 39 carries and help capture the 
fourth Rose Bow! crown in as many appearances for 
the Trojans 

You might have seen O! Biue Eyes himself, Frank 
Sinatra, lead the 91st Rose Parade as its grand mar- 
shal, You might have even caught a glimpse of 18 
year - old Pasadena Community College student 
Julie Raatz, who was queen for a day 

However, unless you stalked the streets of the 
parade route the night before, you missed the 
essence of the annual southiand spectacie 


Temperatures dipped below the 50 degree mark 
and clouds loomed overhead. However, supported 
by the fact that precipitation has not fallen on the 
parade since 1955, 40,000 revelers lined Colorado 
and Orange Boulevards Monday night. By the time 
the parade kicked off at 8:30 am approximately 
1.25 million would stack along the gutters 

To keep the masses in line, an army of 1,100 
Pasadena police and Los Angeies County Sheriff's 
deputies oatrolled the streets. To keep the streets 
relatively clear, dozens of tow trucks scurried from 
the area to remote drop - offlots hauling away about 
200 illegally - parked cars We were part of that 
fiasco — two CSUS students far from home and a 
pair of Trojans 

Our vehicle, a Mercury Custom Cruiser, was 
jockeyed to points unknown. We spent the first two 
hours of the decade plodding along an obstacle 
course otherwise known as Pasadena's sidewalks 
(tree roots forced the sidewalk upward to form con- 
crete deformities) in search of the impounded 
vehicle 

We were pointed to Blair High Schoo! by a reject 
of the “Barney Miller Show" at the station 

After locatiing the car at Blair, five miles and 16 
collective foot blisters later, ali thoughts of locating 
a runaway party and of wild times ceased. 
times ccased 


During the next five hours that we would sleep 
before journeying to the Rose Bow, site of the Ohio 
State - UGC clash, we would reminisce over the 


night's events 





Although the night was not especiaily coid, about 
50 degrees, hibachis giowed with burning briquets 
and bonfires blazing in five - gallon meta! cans 
Couples, of every sexual combination, huddled in 
sleeping bags laid on the sidewalk Many were gras- 
ping either a can, bottie or glass with a beverage to 
warm their insides 


Roller skaters and skateboarders whizzed 
through the crowd. Frisbees and footbalis flew 
through the festive air and often plunked along the 
side of an unsuspecting head 

Two young adults, males, caucasian — to coin a 
cop's terminology — were handcuffed, arrested and 
put on display in the midst of the pandemonium. On 
top of their car were various paraphernalia, in- 
cluding a fifth of Seagram's VO. and a plastic mari 
juana pipe 


Earlier in the evening, when cars cruised the 
boulevard, a car caught fire summoning fire 
trucks — and blocked traffic. The mess got messier 

A group of Ohio Staters (giving creedence to the 
saying. “There's safety in numbers") marched down 
the street chanting, “Let's go, Bucks, USC sucks 
Any Trojans present either did not care to respond 
or were in no shape to care 


One enterpreneur sold plastic buttons that said 
“Khomeini was a Buckeye.” 

A pair of budding teens, female, played a rate - a - 
guy:game. As males passed by, they held up cards 
with numbers painted on them. When our group 
sauntered by, they posted a "10" and giggled To get 
such a response — a'10" rating and a giggle — from 
pre - pubescent females, somebody's fly must have 
been open 


A couple of bums, whose home was the sidewalk 
now teeming with parade gawkers, leaned against 
store fronts, looking displaced 

| wondered how they could put up with strangers, 
in sleeping bags sipping Chablis, who barged into 
their homes, and still remain perfect hosts. They 
must have read Emily Post's book of etiquette 

Just as the decade of decadence bid farewell, a 
scufiie broke out. One contestant was a pale, at- 
rophied, gangly youth, the type seen in the “before” 
pictures in Charles Atias ads. Apparently, hethrewa 
firecracker in the direction of a man strolling by We 
interceeded in the ensuing tussie, for the sake of the 


poor kid 

In the middie of the depraved atmosphere, about 
30 feet above the grandstand on Colorado 
Boulevard, a band with a banner proclaiming 
Jesus is the answer,” biasted religion into the din 
Some in the crowd responded by ignoring the 
sounds, others calpped in rhythm. A few discovered 
& disco beat, somewhere, and danced into the New 
Year New Decade in the street 


Cruising at @ subdued pace to our sleeping 
quarters at USC, we heard a live braodcast from the 
parade route on KMET radio. The jockey at the mike 
called over five members of the Trojan marching 
band — with instruments in hand — to play their top 
10 hit “Tusk.” Unfortunately, they obliged 

Without the other 245 marching musicians and 
Fleetwood Mac, with whom they recorded “Tusk,” 
the song just wasn't the seme as we knew it. 

However the sounds blaring over the radio — 
similar to breaking glass, fingernails scraped on a 
chalkboard and a camel with indigestion — gave a 
fitting end to a decadent night.

The Buckeyes tasted the agony of defeat four 
plays iater. as Schlichter threw four incompletions

The next event in the day's experience was f 
Jing the Ride Home Even the game 
seemed like a way to beat the parking hassie of 
105,526 fans. but it was a lost cause, anyway, since 
there were about 100 buses stacked in the parking 
lot
